THE MANHOOD OF MAN. 


. we look back at the bie of 
the race we find man under all the 
governments of the older world rec- 


citizen. We discover humanity. in 
leading strings and man not en 
considered in relation to his indivia- 
ual. rights, but simply as a part of the 
great machine of the State for whose 
benefit he existed and whose servant 
he must be. Men did not attain their 
political manhood until that signal day 
in the world's history when the found- 
ers of American freedom boldly de- 
clared to the whole world that “All 
men are created equal; they are en 
dowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights; among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness; to secure these rights govern- 
ments are instituted among men.” 

In this. declaration paternalism in 
government died. Government sim- 
ply existed as a watchful sen- 
tinel to guard men's rights—the 
rights of the individual, the sovereign 
‘citizen, and not to assume the power 
or control over his individual action. 
Here was perfect freedom and perfect 
security, and the manhood of man was 
recognized in his capability for self- 
government. 

In all the history of human affairs 
there has never dawned a day so vast 
with meaning and so pregnant with 
hope to the race as this day in our 
history, when the manhood of man 
was recognized and the subject ws 
exalted to the sovereign citizen, for 
under no form of government where 
the citizen is not recognized as supe- 
rior to the subject can there be such 
a thing as full and complete personal 
freedom. Whatever liberties he may 
rejoice in, whatever privileges he may 
share, he is yet regarded. only as the 
servant of the State, and not as the 
citizen lawmaker. 

But the declaration of American in- 
dependence asserted that man’s birth- 
right was his manhood and that to 
secure the rights with which it en- 
dowed him “governments are institu- 
ted among men.” 

The toiling millions of other lands 
long ago realized the advantages. af- 
forded by such a government as ours, 
and millions of weary eyes and hearts 
filled with hopeless longings have 
been turned toward us as the only 
refuge from their heavy ills. The 
fraternal governments of the Old 
World ‘they have only too gladly put 
behind them, fleeing from thems gs 
from a plague which devoured them. 

But we have in America the melan- 
choly spectacle today of free-born 
American citizens who are willing to 
surrender their manhood. and throw 
away their noblest birthright for: the 
sake of having government take them 
under its care, furnish them work, 
and provide them with the means of 
making a living. This is what the 
Coxey armies are pleading for—to be 
put into leading strings and to be 
cared for like helpless children by a 
paternal government. 

As has been pertinently questioned, 
“Ig the American workman of today 
so spiritless, so cowardly, that because 
of a passing depression in work and 
wages he would put himself and his 
children back into the hands of the 
State to be managed and patronized? 
Will he sell his liberty for a bit of 
bread?” “Man cannot live by bread 
alone.” His physical wants must be 
eared for, and in a sense these have

thought; but to live for these marks 
the slave; the man lives and cares for 
his highest self. That he may be him- 
self, may form and realize his man- 
hood; he must be free from supervis- 
fon and control in his manner of life, 
so far and so long as this does no 
injustice to others, no injury to the 
public weal. But just so surely as 
he invokes government to provide him 
| with work and bread, begs the State 
to enable him to live, he opens the 
way for the State to interfere and 
direct his Whole life. The American 
workman should think long and well 
before he tempts the State to tamper 
with the right of self-support. 

The American workman should not 
forget that as the American citizen he 
is far nobler and more independent 
than he could be as merely the Amer- 
ican subject. Let him cease to be al- 
lured by that ignis fatuus of dema- 
gogues, that helpless and unreasoning 
desire for government aid and care, 
and guard jealously his own right to 
be self-supporting without govern- 
mental interference or assistance. If 
he would dwell less upon the wrongs 
of labor in the abstract and make 
the most of his opportunities, and 
wait as patiently. as possible for times 
to grow better, he would soon dis- 
cover that there was room enough and 
work enough in this great free coun- 
try for every man who is willing to 
work to make a good honest living, 
without ever, surrendering his man- 
hood. Let him cease to think of such 
class distinctions as labor and capital, 
which have no existence save in his 
own mind, and regard himself only 
as a citizen of a great republic, en- 
dowed with certain inalienable rights, 
“which the State did not create, can- 
not destroy, and must not meddle with,” 
and this unnatural cry of the free 
citizen for -government help to aid 
him in making a living will be as re- 
pugnant to him as it was to our 
fathers who framed the Declaration 
of Independence and sealed it with 
their blood.

Americans who may be tempted to join 
an expedition to take service under the 
Japanese government should go a little 
slow. In the first place, the Japanese 
government is not at present enlisting 
foreigners in the army or navy, or, at. 
least, only a few officers. Some men who 
are going around offering to enlist men 
for service in the Japanese army are evi- 
dently frauds, and have some ulterior ob- 
ject in view. In the second place, it 
should be remembered that Americans 
who take service under a foreign govern- 
ment cannot elaim the protection of their 
own government when they get into a 
tight place. They must take chances, 
and, in fighting with such implacable ene- 
mies as the Chinese, the chances are very 
good that they may not only be killed, 
which is one of the fortunes of war, but 
that they may first be ‘tortured, after | 
one of the ingenious methods in which 
the Chinese are so well versed.

But Little Interest Taken dy the 


Celestials in This City. 

The war between China and Japan at 
present engrossing the attention of the 
civilized world:has apparently created but 
little interest among the representatives 
of the two nationg™living in this city. 
The Chinese probably outnumber the Japs 
ten or twenty to one, yet they do not 
seem to be usipg their superior numbers to 
harass or disturb their neighbors from the 
land of the Mikado. 

It is asserted positively by Wong Chee, 
| the Chinese Six Companies’ head repre- 
sentative here, that his fellow-countrymen 
in this city are sending neither money nor 
men back to the Orient, but that, on the 
contrary, there are fewer Chinese return- 
ing to the Flowery Kingdom than tbere 
were before the war. 

“There are plenty of men and plenty of 
money in China,“ said Wong yesterday 
with a quiet smile, ‘‘and everything is very 
peaceful here. Of course there is 110re or 
less talk going on all the time, but there 
is no disturbance of any kind. We pay no 
particular attention to the war, and go 
on with our business just the same as 
though the two countries were at peace.” 

The Japanese 
small, perhaps not exceeding a total of 
fifty or sixty people. So far as known, no 
efforts are being made either to raise 
money or recruit men, and it is not be- 
lieved by the Chinese that they are doing 
either. In view of the official denial of 
the report that men are being enlisted,

Some years age there came into my pos- 
session a beattifully-executed steel en- 
graving of a young soldier. It bears the 
‘name: of B. Bimer Blleworth, and in 
smaller letters, below, are the words, “The 

first conspicuous victim of the war. 
The GQgure, slight and graceful, but erect 
with @ marttal energy, the face with its 


] brilltant eyes and open brow, form a por- 


trait of more than ordinary attractiveness. 
History hes offered but scant tribute to 
this young hero of song and Story. His 
voice was hushed and his hand stilled at 
a time when many another of the cepub- 
lic’s young defenders lar down their 
weapons on the very eve of battle and bore 
with them, out of this world, all possibili- 
ties of future fame and usefulness. 

Ellsworth met his death at the age of 
24 by a gunshot wound at the bands of 

a tavern-keeper, and that ehot Was the 
first he had ever heard fired in a cause 
to which, under éncredible difficulties and 
privations, he had consecrated all dis 
outh, 

f It would be idle to argue, in this drief 
sketch; what his career would have deen 
had he been spared. His memory, ud 
doubt, lingers in the minds of those who 
knew him at that time, in all his capabili- 
ties and his promise, ‘with a livelier Im- 
presson than could ever be awakened by @ 
biographer for war exists only 
as the vaguest memories. 

Ellsworth, however, in fragmentary 
records of his own life affords 
satisfactory view of its earnestness 
worth than could mere speculation or 
eulogy, and from that source it has been 
the writer’s intention to draw largely in 
offering this passing tribete to his memory. 

Pphraim Elmer Bllswarth was born at 
Mechainesville, Saratoga county, N. 
‘April 11, 1837. His early Ife presents a 
bitter struggle of penury and hardship.

ments, his lofty and energetic spirit

How, They are Outfitted in Los 
geles. 


[From a Special Contributor. 
The finest Pagan Temple in Los Angeles 
is found in a narrow alley on the east 
side of the plaza, between Los Angeles and 
Alameda streets. It was erected three 
years ago, and is the property of the Kung 
Chow Company. The entrancé of the 
building bears the Chinese inscription: 
“Purify thyself by fasting and self-denial.”’ 

On the first floor is the assembly-room 
or guild hall of the company. Over the 
guild hall is a gilt inscription: “Honesty 
is the bond of association.” | 

The proper place of worship is on the 
second floor, constantly guarded py an old 
gray-haired Chinaman, On the veranda 
over the door is a red tablet, bearing the 
Inscription: Leet Shing‘ Kung,” or Pan- 
theon of the Holy Gods.” Worship is ac- 
cepted. by all the godg. On either side of 
the door are three red tablets with gilt 
inscriptions. One chandelier and two lan- 
ters of enormous size hang from the fur- 
nace, where paper money and other mer 
fees are burnt. 

‘Entering the temple from: the veranda 


“we come to an isolated folded door, that is 


nevér ‘opened, except when the idol is car- 
ried forth in procession. Over this door 

a magnificent monumental gateway 
piece of carved and gilded woodwork. 
It is a most artistic composition of minia- 
ture temples festooned with flowers, amidst 
which throne the principal gods and god- 
of ,the Chinese pantheon. Behind 

tolded door are two altars, bearing the 
3 of sacrifices, the Joss sticks, and 
the five sacred implements, consisting of 
an urn, two candlesticks and two vases. 
‘The fronts of thé altars are set with elab- 


te carved work, scenes of 
feudal times, 


pageantry of royal 
| courts, or figures ‘of sages and kings, il- 


Justrious generals and statesmen; mingled 
with gorgeous peacocks and fabulous birds. 
After passing the two altars; with their 
costly service of bowls and 


urns, censers, 
‘Vases, we stand in front of the high altar, 


which contains five images, 1 highest. 
being Kivan Kung, the god of war; the 
four images below him are Iu: Chong, his 
— guard and grand executive; Yee Tung, 

his grand secretary, who records all the 
doings of men, and two Heutenants. This 
shrine is of beautifully carved wood, détor- 
ated with embroidered draperies and tin- 
selled ornaments. Before the shrine a 
flame is always burning, and bits of lighted 
punk make a pleasant aroma. Two hal- 
berds, about ten feet long, stand in front 
of the high altar. Th re is also a stand 
miniaturé “battle” 
coior, 


a bass drum and a heavy bell, used t 
wake the god or call his attention, han 
‘worshipers are present. The walls are 
adorned with bright-colored table“ bearing 
eulogistic inscriptions to the gods. Many 
of them have been presented by worship- 
ers in acknowledgment of supposed per- 
ph favors received from ihe gods. One 
in crimson reads: Thy grace abounds like 
ocean waves.“ A purple tablet says: “Phe 
breath of the gods fille*heaven and earth.” 
A Chinese temple has no iixed time for 
religious services. The worshiper comes 
‘when he has something to pray about. 
Family sickness, adverse fortune or some 
risky business undertaking ‘rives him to 
the oracle. As he enters he lights his 
candles and — kneels upon a mat 
in front of the altar, and calls upon the 
god by name three times. The priest then 
takes up two semi-oval blocks cf wood 
called yum yeung puey, bows toward the 
idol, says his litany, and then tosses them 
up. The success of his supplications de- 
pends upon the position in which these 
blocks fall. If they both fall in the same 

ition the god is not at home or is in a 

mood. If the blocks fall 29 with the 
flat side turned up and the other with the 
flat surface turned town, the god is sup- 
posed to be ready for business. The wor- 
shiper now knocks his head three times 
three upon the floor and offers up his peti- 
tions. This done, the priest takes a cylin- 
drical bamboo pot containing bamboo slips 
about fifteen inches in length, each marked 
with a number. These are called sticks of 
fate, and are shaken together with the 
ends turned to the idol, till one is jostled 
out. The priest or temple-keeper looks at 
the number, consults his books, and hunts 
4 the answer —.— to the man’s prayer. 

e drum beats and the bell tolls. Offer- 
ings of imitation paper money are burned 
in the furnace, and are miraculously 
changed by fire into spiritual cash. It 
takes only about ten minutes to burn can- 
dies, incense and paper money, say his 
prayers, cast his lot and get his answer, 
and be on his way home. 

Of all the gods worshiped by the Can- 
tonese in America, Kwan Kung is the 
most popular. He is the hero of their bal - 
lade, novels and dramas, the embodi- 
ment of Chinese patriotism. In life he 
was 4 distinguished general, who, daring 
the reign of the @mperor Lau Pey, 
quered the various tribes then iihabiting 
the country; and welded them into one 
great Chinese empire, called the Middle 
Flowery Kingdom. It was not until 800 
years after his death, however, that he 
became a god. The occasion of his canon- 
2 is said’ to have been the drying 

of the salt wells in the ‘province of 
8 an N, a calamity that caused wide- 
spread misery. The Emperor and his 
ministers are said to have prephred writ- 
ten prayers, which were burnt and con-

informed His Majesty that his petitions 
could not be ranted till à temple was 
erected to ‘his honor.

The Butlet-proot Cuirass Secret 
Unmasked by Hiram Maxim. 


indignation of the Credulous British Military

New York Sun) For several months 
past the cable has brought us news re- 
garding the wonderful bullét-proof cuirass, 
the invention of one Herr Dowe, a German 
tailor. Beginning his exhibitions in his 
native country Herr Dowe moved over to 
England, and there he has been shot at 
repeatedly with the best of modern rifies 
and ammunition and always without harm. 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, commanderyin-chief of the British 
other persons of distinc- 
ac- 
ly mys- 
tied. Although no specific statement was 
made to that effect the impression was de- 
liberately produced that this bullet-proof 
suirass was made of some textile fabric, 
and bullet-proof cloth was the talk of the 
day. This was true in this country as it 
was abroad, The cuirass was cloth-covered, 
and it was natural to suppose that what- 
ever was most wonderful was true, and it 
onderful that gloth 
should resist that penetrating power of a 
projectile which would go through three 
feet or more of wood. 
Hiram T. Maxim, a Maine: Yankee, the 
well-known inventor of the Maxim gun, 
seems to have been the first person to sus- 
pect that the cuirass was not what it was 
supposed to be, and to offer an explanation 
of it to the British public. Mr. Maxim 
saw Herr Dowe's cuirass shot at. He Was 
satisfied thaf the tests were genuine. He 
also learned that the cuirass was about 
ge — mee inches thick 
weig 1 pounds. 

A few days after seeing the trial Mr. 
Maxim wrote to some of the English news- 
papers, saying that he had succeeded in 
making a cuirass which would stand the 
game tests and inviting the public and 

pecially certain army officers down to 
his gun works at Erith, twenty-eight miles 
from London; to test it on June 1. 

His cuirass, he said, was made of cer- 
tain organic and inorganic substances, was 
"1% inches thick and weighed only ten 
pounds. It had taken him six hours to in-

This means that 582,620 will be dead 
m ten years. Really, there will be a much 
larger number, since the death rate in- 
creases very rapidly with each year now.“

Our national and State 
homes are filled with old soldiers who are 
supposed to be so seriously impaired in 
vitality as to be totally disabled—to be 
diseased with all the ills that flesh is heir 
to, or so crippled by wounds that their 
strength has been sapped while deprived 
by them of the opportunity to recuperate 
by healthy” exercise.

PIPES AS *PHONES. 
A Possibility That They May Be Used With- 
out the Aid of Wirres. 


(New York World:) Thomas Bamford, a 
telegraph operator, employed in the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 


No, 259 Bleventh street, Brooklyn, has 
made several interesting experiments in 
the use of water pipes as telephones, which 
he describes ix a paper he read before the 
oe Hlectrical Society on Thursday

fabulous creatures was the bird deecrihed 
by the ancient writers under the title of 
the “Arabian Phoenix.“ Ovid says: Al- 
though most beings and things have their 
origin in other individuals of their own 
species, there js one remarkable exceptio 

to this general law—the miraculous bird 


called the ‘Phoenix,’ which reproduces it- 


self. 
According to a belief which Herodotus 
heard expressed at Heliopolis, the famous 
Egyptian City of the Sun,“ this miracu- 
lous bird visited that place once avery 
500 years (always coming from the direc- 
tion of Arabia,) on the occasion of its fath- 
er’s death. and buried him with peculiar 
ceremonies. 

According to the best evidence which 


Pliiny, Herodotus and Dion Cassius, afte: 
the Phoenix had lived his alictted lifetime 
of 500 years, he selected a spot and pre- 
pared his, own deathbed, which consistéd 
of a sort of nest or funeral pyre, made of 
leaves and branches of the oak, ears of 
sweet spikenard, cinnamon bark, yellow 
myrrh, ete. Seating himself upon this he 
fhapped his with such velocity as to 
cause the nest to take fire. After bird and 
nest had been consumed, a little worm ap- 
ared in the ashes and rapidly developed 
to a full-fledged Phoenix. The first care 
of the new third was to arrange for the 
‘sepuiture of his father’s ashes, which act 
Hercdotus describes as follows: 
“With the myrrh and other gums it has 
„ the Phoenix fashions, a ball a3 
large as ft ean carry; this ball its hollows 
out, and, in the hollow places, are tke 
ashes of its dead parent. The ball is de- 
posited in the nest and the young Phoenix 


for the purpose of interring its father's 
ashes at the ‘City of the Sun.’ Having 
reached its destination, it Mays its burden 
down upon the altar of Helios and disap- 
pears as myzteriously ans it had come.” 
The legends connected with this fabu‘ous 
bird wary in some of their details, but all 
agree in the statement that only a single 
bird of the species was living at any one 
time. ‘ 7

I want to give you some idea of Seoul, 
the capital of Korea. It is the center of 
the war between China nd Japan. A bat- 
tle may be fought in it any day, and the 
firing would wipe its thatched huts from 
the face of the earth. It lies in a basin 
in the mountains, and is, perhaps, the 
most beautifully located capital on 
the face of the globe. It is only twenty- 
six miles from the sea, ‘and it is connected, 
with the port of Chemulpo by a poor wagon 
road, wHich climbs up the hills and over 


— ter 


the the mountains to get to it. The —— 
Han River flows wüthin three miles of it 
and it was up this river that I rode in a 
little steam tug to a landing place not far | 
from the spot on which Kim Ok Kiun’s 
dead body was cut _— six pieces a month 
or 80 ago. 


But first take a a took . Korea’s eea- 
port. 

,Chemulpo is the place at which Seoul 
gets all its provisions. It is now the liveli- 
est. little city in Asia. There are some- 
thing like two-score gunboats in its harbor, 
and the Japanese have all told dwenty- | 
eight gunboats and transports there. The 
harbor is large and land-locked by islands. 
The tide has an enormous rise and fall, 
often as high as thirty feet, and boats 
which get close to the town are left on the 
mud when the tide gdes out. Chemulpo 


think, now closed on account of ithe war, 


mulpo as neutral ground, and this will 
prevent its ‘being fired upon by either 
party. Were it otherwise, a single gun- 
boat could shell it out of existence, as its 
harbor is open and unprotected.

I despair of 
giving you an accurate idea of the Korean 
capital, it is so. different from any other 
city on the face of the globe. It is such 
a mass of the beautiful and the ugly, of 
civilization and barbarism, of the old and 
the new, that I don’t know how to describe 
it. Take its situation. It lies in a great 
basin surrounded by mountains, which, in 
some places, are as rugged as the wildest 
peaks of the Rockies, and which in others 
have all the beautiful verdure of the Alle- 
ghenies or the Catskills. The tops of these 
mountains oft rest in the clouds. and 
masse of vapor hang in their recesses 


| above the green plain upon which the city 


is built. They change in their hues with 


Seoul a setting more gorgeous than Jewels. 
The basin below 


gray wall from thirty to forty feet high 
runs along the sides of these hills, bound- 
dng the basin and mounting here and 
there almost to the tops of the lower 
mountains. It scales one hill at least 


incloses the whole city. It was built in 
nine months by an army of 200,000 work- 
men, about five hundred years ago, and it 
is a piece of solid masonry, consisting of 
two thick walls of granite packed down in 
the middle with earth and stones. Its top 
is so wide that two carriages could easily 
be driven about it, and it has, on the side 
facing the couhtry, a crennellated battle- 
ment, with holes large enough for its de- 
fenders to shoot through with arrows. 

There are no cannon upon it. and it will

Its only use in late. years 
has been to keep out the tigers and leop- 
ards. Thig wall is more than six miles in 
length. It is.pierced by eight gates, the 
arches of which are as beautifully laid and 
cut as those of any stonework you will 
find in the United States.

‘Inside this great wall, within this set- 
ting of mountains, lies the city of Seoul. 
It is a town bigger than Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Louisville, Washington, Buffalo, or 
Detroit. It comtains more than three hun- 
dred thousand people, and it has scarcely 
a houss that is more than one story high. 
It, is a city of wide streets and narrow, 
winding alleys. It is a city of thatched 
huts and tiled one-story ‘buildings. On 


| one side of it are the palaces of the kings. 


They cover an area as large as that of a 


| thousand-acre farm, and they are massive, 


‘one-story buildings, surrounded by great 
walls and laid out with all the regularity 
of a city. As you stand on the walls of 
Seoul and look over this medley of build- 
ings, your first impression is that you are 
in ‘the midst of a vast hay field, inter- 
spersed here and there with tiled barns, 
and the three biggest streets that cut 
through these myriad haycocks look like a 
road through ‘the fields. You note the 
shape of the thatched houses. They are 
all formed like horseshoes with the heel of 
the shoe resting on ‘the street. The roofs 
are tied on with strings, and the thatch 
has grown old, and under the soft light cf 
the setting sun it assumes the rich color 
of brawn plush. As you look closer, you 
see that the city is divided up into streets, 
and that these narrow and widen and twist 
and turn, without regularity or order. One 


part of the city is made almost entirely of 


tiled buildings. These are tha homes of 
the swells, and over there, not far from 
the gates, above one such ‘building you see 
on the top of a staff the American flag. 
That is the establishment of our Legation 
to Korea, and the cozy ditth compounds 
about it are the residences of the mission- 
aries and of the other foretgnens who re- 
side in Seoul. 


Come down now, and take a walk with 
me through the city. There are no pave+ 
ments on the streets, and you look in 
vain for gas lamps or the signs of an 
electric light. This city of 300,000 people 
is entirely without sanitary arrangements. 
There is not a water closet in it, and 
the sewage flows along in open drains 
through the streets, and you have jo de

terworks, except the Korean water-carrier, 
who, with a pole across his back, takes 
up the whole sidewalk as he carries {wo 
buckets of water along with him through 
the streets.

The doors to the houses 
along the street are more like those of a 
stable or barn than the entrances to res- 
idences. They are very rude, and in the 
bottom of each is cut a hole for the dog.

T am human enough to want to study 
the women of every country I visit.

The girls © 
on the streets wear shawls wrapped around 
their heads, and only an eye peeps out 
through the folds. In India and Egypt 


‘| the women are secluded, but when they go 


on the streets, if*their faces are covered, 
they think they are modest enough. 3 
The fair girls ot Cairo care not that 
their dresses are open at the neck, if the 
black veil hangs o’er their cheeks, and 
the maidens of Hindoostan trot along with 
bare legs, while they pull thin cotton 
gowns around their eyes, priding them- 
selves upon their bracelet-covered arm 


and the anklets, which reach half way to 


their knees. These Korean girls are 
mere bundles of clothes. Their feet in 
their wadded stockings look as fat as those 
of an elephant, and their skirts and their 
drawers hang in great folds. I happened 
to rub against one as I passed her on the 
streets of the city. She looked angrily at 
me out of the tail of her eye, and fled 
a deer. 


As she ran I noted a gorgeous man clad 
in a red dress and a little hat of white 
straw, which sat on the top of his head, 
looking at me. He had a fan in his band, 
and he glowered fiercely upon me. I asked 
Gen. Pak who he was, and he told me he 
was a servant of the palace, and that he 
did not know but that he was related to 
the girl whom I had insulted by touching 
her. We looked at each other for some 
time, and he jabbered at Pak in Korean. 
He was drassed more gorgeously than Sol- 
omon in his glory. He looked as though 
he came out of a bandbox. He was, how-- 
ever, only one of a thousand strange char- 
acters that you may see any day on the 
streets of Seoul. There are no stranger 
people on the face of the globe. A mas- 
querade of the nations could not furnish 
more strange costumes, and in going 
through Seoul you rub your eyes again and 
again to find whether you are dreaming or 
waking. The kingdom of Korea is made 
up of many classes of people, and each has 
its costume. There are hundreds of of- 
ficials connected with the palace, each 
of whom wears a different dress. 

The nobles strut about in all sorts of 
gowns, with their retainers in all sorts of 
liveries, and you are all the while appar- 
ently looking into a great kaleidoscope of 
almond-eyed humanity which changes in 
colors and costumes at every turn of the 
barrel. (There are different costumes for 
all positions in life, and every man ‘wears 4 
dozen different kinds of dress during @ 
year. If he goes to a wedding he has hig 
own outfit, and if he goes to his relative’s 
funeral he must put on the garb of the.

It.is not generally known that Korea was 
bestirring herself with a revolution about 
the time we were getting comfortably re- 
covered in the fifteenth century.

American merchant in Korea, has just |~ 


returned from an eighteen-months’ tour 
through this remote country. 

He says: “It is an actual fact that, in 
my whole eighteen-months' visit, I never 
saw a native laugh or smile. When I 
emiled the natives thought I must de sick 
end seemed to feel very sorry for me.

WRITING WOMEN. 


Pitfalls to Be Avoided on 
the Road to Fame. 


Some Valuable Hints and Sugges- 
tions for Ambitious 
Young Writers. 


How a Girl in a Strange. City Can 
Train Herself for Newspaper 
Work—Gaining Editorial 
‘Recognition. 


[From a Special Contributor. | 
A young girl said to me recently: “I 
want to go to New York and become a 


Journalist.“ 

“Oh, you do!” said I. Well, how 
about practical details; how much money 
have you to begin on?” | 

“Two hundred and fifty dollars.“ 

“Positive wealth! I myself began upon 
75, but, when I abandoned journalism for 
the pleasanter profession of housewifery, I 
was making $5000 a year, and if you have 
good luck you can do better, I don't 
doubt. To begin with, to instal) yourself 
properly in New York, you'll want all 
that money before you begin to earn any, 
so don’t waste it in the beginning. If 
you know no one there who can hunt a 
home for you before you arrive, your best 
plan is to write to the Margaret Louisa 
Home, on East Sixteenth street, and try 
to secure a room for two weeks. They 
will charge you $3 a week, and will not 
let you stay longer than a fortnight, 
because there is always pressure on their 
space. 

Look for a boarding-house at once, 
and go to a good one. In the first twelve 
months’ fight for a living in New York 
one has no time or force to spare in 
struggling with domestic dejails, and, be- 
sides, one is protected, is not tempted 
to economize on one’s food, and has an 
opportunity to make friends. A hallroom 
should cost $10 a week, and that should 
be pretty well the limit of one’s expenses, 
fdding only washing, car fare, and a few 
incidentals. Be sure it is a boarding- 
mouse, where one has the use of the 
drawing-room, for a journalist wants a 
wide acquaintance and must have a com- 
fortable place to receive callers. 

HOW TO DRESS. 

Now as to clothes. Dress as smartly as 
ever you can, because New .- Yorkers 
deeply respect a well-dressed woman, and 
will do things for her that a slovenly 
girl, a girl fond of loud colors and cheap 
finery would never get. Don’t wear frowzy 
attempts at aestheticism. A journalist 
must be a Bohemian to a certain extent, 
but avoid the crumpled cheese cloth and 
rough-haired sort, and let your Bohemtan- 
ism be as well washed and brushed and 
as trig as possible. : 

And, in beaven’s name, abjure all temp- 
tations to mannishness—all short hair and 
similar vulgar pitfalls. A woman well 
dressed for business in New York wears a 
meat cloth tailor skirt and coat, with a 
bodice of silk—if she can afford it—or else 
of cashmere or cheviot. Her hat is of 
simple English walking hat variety, trim- 
med only with a ribbon and a few 
cock’s feathers. Hor shoes will be low- 
heeled walking boots, and she will wear 
heavy, dark gloves. No rings, no jewelry, 
o floating ribbons, no bright colors. 
Around ‘ther neck will be a narrow black 

gibbon, holding ber watch in her belt, from 
Which belt will also be hung a small pouch 
bag, with her pencil, a little writing * a 
few rubber bands and a penknifs. Above 
all, ber hair will be smoothly and com- 
pactly arranged, her gloves carefully but 
toned, Shoes neatly polished. A wo- 
man of tij.s description be admitted to 
fee an tor—if he js no busy—when 
a bicwzy female would be resalutely turned 

FINDING WORK. 

Once comfontably settled, begin work dy 
preparing one or two short articles, writ- 
ten as gayly and wittily as one’s talents 
permit. What Working-girls Eat for 
Lunch“ might embody one’s amused ob- 
servations during one's two weeks’ meals 
in their restaurant. Or Some Landladies“ 
would record an experience in looking for 
lodgings. The topics are endless. Buy at 
a news stand a copy of each of the leading 
dailies, as well as the weeklies, and care- 
fully study the articles in each. One de- 
votes much space to women’s affairs. An- 
other is interested in charities. A third 
makes a specialty of music, or art, or 
books, and each and all are glad of any- 

Now, make a list from the directory of 
thos addresses of these offices. Take your 
finished articles and call at each office. 
Ask to see the editor—you will only be sue- 
cessful two out of five times, but leave an 


q 


article (on which your name and address“ 


are plainly written) and ask if you may 
call every morning ‘to seo if he has any 
work that may be assigned to you. Nine 


times out of ten he will tell you no, but | 


don't let that weigh on your spir:ts; event- 
wally you will convert him. If he says yes, 
by any chance, drop in every morning just 
about the time he is giving out assign- 
ments for the day’s work, and ask 

fully whether he needs you. 

It possible—by careful early reading of 
the day’s papers—point out something in- 
teresting that has been announced, and 
suggest your going to write it up. He 
is sure to say that he has already sent 
some one to attend to it, but he will see 
that you ere quick to notice chances, and 
another day, when he is short of some one 
to see to some important matter, he will 
give you a chance. | 


CLEVER EXPEDIENTS. 


Meantime, buy a cheap pocket map of 
New York, and familiarize yourself with 
car lines, ferries, theaters, hotels, li- 
braries, etc., so that if you are sent to do 
@ piece.of work, you will never worry your 
editor by asking him how to find the place, 
but trust to your map and the kindly 
passer-by. There will be a great deal of 
time hanging heavily on your hands, and 
utilize this by becoming familiar with the 
life and surroundings of New York, and 
use every bit of your experience as copy.“ 
Write. about the men who go home: to 
Brooklyn every evening on the ferries. 
Of the visitors to the Bartholdi statue. 
Interview the librarian as to the class 
and characteristics of their readers, and 
‘the popular books. Drop in upon the pub- 
Jishers of the book of the day, and try to 
get anecdotes and a picture of the author. 
They will be glad of ‘advertisement. for 
the book, and you will probably get some- 
thing you can sell. Climb up on the box 
seat of a Fifth-avenue stage and chatter 
with the driver, and make conversation 
with every tradesman from whom you pur- 
chase. Watch the children come out of 
the public schools, talk to the organ- 
grinders, the peanut and frutt-stall men. 
Go to the great city markets and observe 
and talk, visit the out-going European 
steamers; watch, the florist’s windows to 
see the fashions in flowers; observe the 
visitors to Central Park, the Zoo, the mu- 
seums and Grant's tomb. Visit all the lit- 
tle bric-a-brac shops and discuss matters 
in general with their leisurely proprietors. 
' Every one and everything contains the 
possibilities of copy,“ if one only has 
the news instinct and keenness of obser- 
vation. Write up all these experiences in 
short articles never more than se nal 
generally three-quarters or half a column— 
in length, making them as vivacious as 
possible, and carry them to the different 
journal. Carry them because it 8. 80 
much easier for an editor to send back 
what comes by post than to give back 
what the author himself brings. Even 
with this precaution you will certainly 
not sell more than a fourth of the whole 
‘Jot, even if you are lucky enough to get 
rid of se many. 

GAINING EDITORIAL RECOGNITION. 


In course of time, by. this method, the 
editors will become ‘familiar with . your’

The temptation is strong 
to show the editor how wise he was to 
choose you for the task, and you make a 
full quarter of a column of it, and linger 
so long over the polishing of your phrases 
that you are too late for dinner at the board- 
ing-house and climb hungry, bedraggled 
and desperately tired to your little room 
to munch a biscuit and drink a half cold 
and wholly bitter cup of tea, brought 
by a sympathetic housemaid, Next morn- 
ing you turn eagerly to the papers—your 
article has been cut down to about two 
inches in length; all the pretty phrases are 
gone, only the bare names remain. Your 
day’s work has netted you 75 cents, and of 
that sum you have spent 20 cents for 
car fare! | 
ATTAINING SUCCESS. 

In course of time, however, the assign- 
ments become more frequent and impor- 
tant; and having had the quickness and 
sense. to profit by the lessons given by 
the editor’s blue pencil, you have learned 
what to say, and more especially what 
not to say. At the end of the week when 
you clip all your contributions from the 
paper and paste them in a long strip. 
they measure several columns. You make 
out a bill for some twenty dollars or mere, 
and pass in this and the pasted strip te 
the cashier, receiving in return a pleasant 
roll of bills, and probably a kind encour- 
aging word. 

Now you feel a sense of security and 
dignity. You are a regular journalist with 
a definite position, but you are barely earn- 
ing enough to live by the rigidest economy. 

All day and long into the night you 


to make a strike. Finally, it comes to 
you. Carefully you go over the details" 
to be sure of your facts and then you go 
to the editor with a stiggestion. It is 
some reform that is needed; some abuse 
in an unexpected place. Some tremendous 
piece of.social or polftical news still an 
unsuspected secret, or you have secured 
the privilege of interviewing some hitherto 
unapproachable magnate. Very possibly 
your scheme may be pooh-poohed; and, if 
so, you wait and try again. Or the editor 
is delighted with your idea and gives you 
carte blanche as ‘to space, time and ex- 
pense. You devote your whole heart and 
mind to it; now you really polish your 
phrases, and write with a keen, swift pen; 
you give your best powers free vent. And 
theff—oh, delight’ of delights! your work 
appears with display heads, ijlustrations 
ews in three or four columns of close 
ype. 
Next come the congratulations, the long 
bill to the cashier and perhaps you per- 
suade the editor to add you to the list of 
of the paper’s sflaried employees or to 
give you a special department. 
Here the second-rate journalist rests, but, 
you, who wish to do better still, are mean- 
time working in other directions. Letters 
to the provinical papers are secured. Spe- 
cial articles are got up for the syndicates. 
An occasional contribution to the maga- 
zines is hazarded and you are constantly 
on the alert to catch up and utilize every 
bit of material that drifts your way. You 
are always ready, always suggestive and 
the journalistic world becomes aware of 
you and you experience the delightful sen- 
sation of being asked to prepare ‘articles 
upon designated, topics at rates above the 

you have been wise .you 


Moreover, if 
have made friends with gentle people and 
resolutely avoided all vulgar Bohemianisn.

Your 
costume and manner have been always 
feminine and quiet.

or to lead safely past temporary or perma- 
nent obstructions. 

The order observed in coloring and num.- 
bering buoys along the coast or in bays, 
harbors, sounds, channels, etc., is, by stat- 
ute law, arranged thus: 

First—In approaching the channel, etc., 
from seaward, red buoys, with even num- 
bers will be found on the starboard sideof 
the channel, and must be left on the star- 

hand in passing in. 

Second—In approaching the channel, eto., 
from seaward, black buoys, with odd num- 
bers, will be found on the port side of the 
channel, and must be left on the port hand 
in passing in. 

Third—Buoys painted with red and black 
horizontal stripes mark obstructions, with 
channel ways on either side of them, and 
may be left on either hand in passing in. 

Fourth—Buoys marked white and black 
in perpendicular stripes are in mid-chan- 
nel, and must be passed close to avoid 
danger. 

Perches, with balls, cages, ete., will, 
when placed on buoys, be at turning 
points, the color and number indicating on 
which side they shall be passed. 

Buoys of the largest size are used to 
mark the main channel; smaller buoys, 
with the same general characteristics, 
mark minor channels. More than 3000 
in are in States. 

er can and nun buoys are nine 
feet high and six fect across, but even 
these look small until seen entirely out ot 
the water and relative to familiar objects 
on shore. Large and small can buoys and 
iron spar buoys are constructed of iron 
plates riveted together, forming airtight 
compartments, some of which, remaining 
whole when a buoy is injured, #erve to 
keep it afloat. Wooden buoys are com- 
monly merely buoys smoothed and painted, 
their „length and color determining the 
class’”’ to which they belong and the kind 
of service they ‘are to render. 

Besides buoys marking channels, there are 
some gas and electric buoys, designed to- 
guide by night, and others, bell and whist- 
ling buoys, to warn of danger in the night 
or thick weather. Of these the largest is 
the automatic whisting buoy, thirty-two 
feet long in its original iimensions, but 
now made Smaller and found equally ef- 
fective. It is built of iron plates, a pear 
shaped bulb Serving to float it, steadied 
fin rudder, the hollow bulb 
open to the water by means of a long pipe 


running down from it. A series of smaller 


boy anxious to have a boat of his own 
making, these suggestions are offered. 
A rowboat made after the following draft 
will cost about $8, varying somewhat ac- 
cording to the price of lumber. The di- 
mensions will be as follows: Length over 
all, twelva feet; broadest’ beam, four feet; 
depth to top of keel amidships, eighteen 
inches; rise of sheer at stern and at bow, 


five inches. For the keel, stem and stern 
posts use oak; for the planks one-half 


inch cedar, twelveefeset long and average 
four inches in width; the seats make of 
bine and the frames of vak or cedar; the 
floor boards of white pine and the stretch- 
ers to brace the feet against when rowing 
of oak. 

Place the frames twenty inches apart. 
The first thing to do is to get your keel. 
Lay a plank on two carpenter's horses: 
nail blocks on it, between which insert 
the keel, so as to hold it firm. Mortise on 
to the keel the stem and sternposts, accord- 
ing to drawing. Three temporary frame 
moulds, one of them amidship, made of 
one-inch pine, strongly nailed, must thon 
be placed in position, with the middle line 
of the boat marked on each one. They are 
brought plumb by means of a string 
stretched from stem to stern post. The 
moulds are kept in place by a temporary 
strip from stem to stern. 

The next step is to put on the planking, 
Which is the most difficult task, and re- 
quires the services of several persons. 


Mark off on the three molds and on the 


stem and stern ts divisions correspond- 
ing to the nunibér of planks to be used, 
placing the narrower planks at the bilge. 
The planks will, of course, be narrower ’ 
at the stem and stern than at midships. 
Now take a plank about five inches wide 
and fit its edge carefully into the groove 
made in the keel. Nail it temporarily 
to the stem and stern posts. Mark off 
how on its inside surface, at each frame, 
spots corresponding with the top of the 
first of the planking spaces already indi- 
cated on the molds and stem and stern 
posts. By connecting these spots with a 
line, you win have the proper curve, 
which you make by planing off the super - 
fluous wood outside of that line. The next 
plank must overlap the first one. In order 
to do this, plane off the outside upper 
odge of plank No. 1 and the inside edge 
of.plank No. 2. Before planing the sec- 
ond one, however, fit it on the top edge 
of the first onc and mark with a pencil 
the slope ot the curve on the second

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The engagement of Edward Harrigan at 
the Los Angeles, which closed with last 
evening’s performance, was a dismal fail- 
ure from. the point of view of the box 
Office, but play-goers who enjoy the study 
of stage character have reveled in a treat 
that is rare, indeed. 

The art of Mr. Harrigan is, in its way, 
-as genuiné as that of Coquelin. It is 
mild-mannered, gentle, unobtrusive. Asa 
playwright he has taken his studies from 
the seamy side of life, and out of the ele- 
ments that dominate that section of so- 
ciety in the greater cities, has built up 
a series of character drawings that are 
as clear-cut as is a cameo. The super- 
_ ficial observer is apt to entirely overlook 
the excellencies of Mr. Harrigan’s produc- 
tions. They do not consist in intricate 
plot or in dramatic consistency; instead, 
their charm is in the individualization of 
types; in the humanity of the people rep- 


resented—in the entire honesty and faith- | 


fuln with. which they are delineated. 
That they are studies from life is un- 
‘doubtedly true, and for that reason the 
dramatic student may take added pleasure 
in seeing them set upon the stage. Mr. 
Harrigan’s art does not attitudinize, nor 
does it make any false claims, but he has 
gone into the heart of existence of one 
strata. of life and drawn, therefore, bits 
of character that are as realistic as one 
of Zola’s novels. His men are tough, 
many of them, but they are creatures of 
their environmént, and it is the proper 
province for the stage to hold the mir- 
ror up to nature,“ then they are not im- 
properly posed. His women characters, 
the flash girl, the factory worker, the 
tough; either in black skin or in white; 
are types that haunt the purlieus and 
their presentation gives one views of 
one side of Mfe, as it is lived by a class 


that has its own world, its own sorrows 


and griefs and its own pleasures. As has 
been advanced heretofore in these col- 
umns, the existing and finicky play-goer 
who ‘demands the unreal, the romantic 
and the dramatically consistent in his 
plays, will probably be inclined to rail 
at the Harrigan creations, but to that 
other class of observers fit, though few, 
who love aft for art’s sake, in whatever 
guise ſt may be found, his studies are 
genuimely delightful and praiseworthy.

of Christ, but black and terrible to His 
enemies. The idea is quite an oriental | 
one, white. and black being always used 
among the Arabs m taphorically,. in the 
sense above indicated. Their cust 
salutation is: ‘May your day be white!“ 
i. e., ‘may you be happy!’ Beauseant 
was not merely the name of the banner, 
but it was also the battle-cry, and the 
most sacred oath of the Templars, in 
allusion ta the seal, whereon two breth- 
ren were represented as riding on one 
horse, which was considered by ‘the order 
as a ‘fair seat’—bien seant—that is, as a 
aaa of. true, fraternal alliance. The 
seal of this order was always ‘accom- 
panied with the word Beauseant, both 
standing’ in close relationship. It would 
seem natural, therefore, to refer the 
word to this token of brotherly love, 
where two Templars were rT 
united in close friendship, and seated — 
ene horse. This device, then, ‘the fair 
seat,’ ‘beau seant,’ served as a symbol 
of intimate union, the word was adopted 
as their battle-cry and the name of their 
banner, and. finally it formed an appro- 
priate formula of oath,” signifying 
the fraternal bond of the Temple Order — 
Beause ant.

THE PONY EXPRESS. 


How the News Was Carried 
Aoeross the Continent. 


Whrtiling Experiences of Courageous 
Riders Who Faced Hard- 
‘dps and Death 


For the Sake of Their Precious 
Pouches— Buffalo Bill’s. Famous 
Feat-—Inception of the Dar- 

Ang Enterprise.

In the winter of 1859-60 Senator Gwinn 
of California, several money magnates of 
New York and Alexander Majors, one of 
a firm who were at that time the trans- 
portation kings on the plains west of che 
Missouri River, met in Washington, D. C. 

Tha result of that meeting was the in- 
ception of one of ths most daring and 
romantic business venſtures this country 


Coast, the pony express meant more than 
it did to the people of the East. To them 
it meant the shortening of the time of 
transit of lagging news from ‘their old 
homes over eleven days. It meant a dem- 
onstration of the practicability of a year- 
round route across the continent, many 
milea shorter than any then in existence. 4

MAKING A WAT. 

Majs. Russell and Wadell were at this 
time already operating a stage line from 
St. Joseph to Salt Lake City, and this 
enabled them to ‘use the same relay sta- 
tions for the pony express that served 
for the ‘stage line. But beyond Salt 
Lake lay over eight hundred miles of the 
most desolate and difficult section of des- 
ert and mountains on this continent. 
Here relay stations had to be built and 
trails made, and this was entirely in 
the country of hostile Indians. 

As showing the difficulties attending the 
establishment of this fine, I will quote 

an experience told by J. G. Kelly, 
now a mining engineer, located at Den- 
ver, Colo. 

“I was a pony express rider in 1860,“ 
says Mr. Kelly, and I can assure you 
that the business was not a picnic. We 
‘had to build roads along the Carson River; 
we used willow brush, laid crossways, or 
corduroy fashion. We had to carry these 
willows two and three hundred yards in 
our arms, and the mosquitos would pile 
on us until you could not tell whether 
a man was black or white. They had 
ae about presenting ‘their bills, 

“At the sink of the Carson we built 
a fort. There were no rocks nor logs 
within miles. We took mud from the 
shores of the lake and made adobes (sun- 
dried bricks.) To get the mud into 
the proper consistency, we tramped it 
for hours with our bare feet. The mud 
was strongly impregnated with alkali. You 
can imagine the condition of our feet at 
the end of a week of this mortar mixing. 
They sweMed to twice their normal size. 
Before that I had always worn a No. 6 
boot, but since, No. 9’s are a snug fit.’ 

‘THE FIRST DASH.

Bob“) Who afterwards became one of the 
most noted of the pony riders, took the 
saddle for a dash of 120 miles to Smith 
Creek. ‘This trail lay through a hostile In- 
dian country. From Smith Creek to Ruby 
Valley J. G. Kelly was in the saddle. 
From Ruby Valley to Deep Creek H. Rich- 
ardson was the mount. From Deep Creek 
to Salt Lake the ride was made by George 
Thatcher. This was the eastern terminus 


| of the western division, and was under 


the superintendence of Boliver Roberts. 
Salt Lake was reached on schedule time, as 
was also St. Joe, Mo. 

The pony express ‘was operated tor over 
two years.

PRESSAGE. 


Messages carried by the pony express 
were required to be written on tissue paper, 
thus combining lightness and compactness. 
The nate charged was $5 an Ounce, and the 
weight carrfed each trip was limited to 
ten pounds. It was a losing business 
venture, but ft opened the way for the 
telegraph and the railway lines. 


ADVENTURES OF THE SERVICE. 

One of the riders of the pony express 
at wide fame, Col. W. F. Cody (Buffalo 

Bill,) then a much lighter ‘‘weight”’ in 
Arc and in fame, than he is today, 
rode a route of 116 miles over a rough and 
dangerous trail, through a hostile Indian 
country, in a section now comprised in 
the Black Hill regions. 

On one cccasion, on reaching the end of 
his route, he found the rider who should 
succeed him had been killed by the In- 
dians. Young Cody was gcalled upon to 
push forward on the route of the dead 
rider, This he did, making a ride of 
384 miles, without rest or stop, except 
the two-minute changes of horses, and 
for his meals. He made the journey in 
twenty-four hours, riding an average of 
sixteen miles an hour, and changing 
horses thirty-six times. This was a 
wenderful ride, and is still the subject of 
comment. among men with whom feats 
of endurance and skill in the saddle were

tho Piute Indians in Pony 
warpath, and made it exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the express boys to keep their 
scalps where nature intended they should 
wear them. “Beb’ Hashm (“Pony 
Bob’’) tells this story of one of his ridese 
over the trail: 

J got $100 extra tor one ride. I ar- 
rived at Fort Churchill at the end of a 
seventy-five mile ride. The Piutes were 
making things very. lively along the line, 
and a man who wanted to stay on this 
earth was not liable to go to sleep in 
his saddle. The rider who was to succeed 
‘me had got a scare on, and he refused 
to go out. The superintendent, who was 
present, said: ‘Bob, I'l! give you $50 extra 


‘if. you'll make this ride.’ ‘All right, 


just go you for fifty. In five minutes 1 
was in the saddle, with a Spencer rifle 
Hung at the saddle bow, and a brace of 
Colt's navy revolvers in my belt. It 
was thirty-five miles to the ‘sink of the 
Carson.’ I had to ride all the distance 


~without change of horses; then I pushed 
on to Sand Springs. It was a heavy 


trail. At the Springs I + pear horses 
and went right on to Cold Springs, 
made another change and rode the 
fresh pony thirty-six miles to Smith 
Creek. I stayed nine hours at Smith 
Creek, and was gain in the saddle with 
the return express. When I reached Cold 
Springs I found the Piutes had }illed the 
station man and taken away the horses. 
The pony I was on bad already carried me 
thirty-five miles at a pretty fast gait, but 
there was nothing else I could do but go 
on with tho tired pony. It was very dark, 
and my trail lay through sage brush as 
high as a man's head. I kept a sharp 
watch on my pony’s ears. His acute senses 
would discover a foe quicker than mins, 
and anything unusual would be at cnce 
indicated by his ears. The moaniig of the 
wind through the sage brush, and the 
howling of the wolves made cold chils 
chase up and down my back. At the next 
station I found things all right, got a fresh 
pony and galloned away to the ‘Sink of 
the Caffon.’

A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. , 


J. G. Kelly, who has been referred to be- 
fore, tells some thrilling adventures. He 
says: 

We were in the midst of the Piute war, 
and our instructions weré: ‘When you see 
an Indian close enough, shoot him.’ One 
of our riders, a Mexican, rode into the sta- 
tion with a hole clean through him. He 
only lived long enough to tell us that an 
Indian shot -him as he came through a 
quakenasp thicket; about three miles back 
on the trail. Two days later I bad to pass 
through this same thicket. It was a nar- 
row trail, just wide enough to allow a 
horse and rider to pass. The tratl was 
crooked, and the brush was higher than 
the bead of a man on horseback, and it 
cut off all view. It was a decidedly un- 
comfortable place in which 40 anticipate 

an attack from a lurking foe, who would 
— sure to shoot from a well-concealed am- 
buscade. With my heart bounding against 
the roof of my mouth, I put my rifle at | 
full cock, dropped the reins.on the neck of 
my pony, but both spurs into his flahks, 
and went through the thicket like a streak 
of greased lightning.

of the important relies of the past, the 
Casa Grande possesses the greatest inter- 
est, and is always an object of sitention 
from all who visit its place of location. 

About six miles south of the town of 
Florence and five miles from the Gila 
River, is located the ancient Casa Grande. 
The ruins. of this old structure were first 
discovered by Cabeza de Vaca and visited 
afterward by Coronado, when he led his 
famous expedition from Mexico a few 
years later, that is to say, in the year 
1540. It was thera building four-stories 
high, with walls little over six feet 


were the ruins of other large buildings, 
of which now there is not a sign to be 
seen. None of the Indians living in that 
region even at that early day, so Coronado 
has written, knew anything about the orig- 
gin, purpose or time of the erection of the 
structure. 

In 1694 the adventurous priests, Fathers 


Kino and Mange, visited the Casa Grande 


and gave a detailed destriptien of the 
‘ruins as they then appeared. As de- 
scribed by Father Kino, the main building 
was an oblong square, facing to the cardi- 
nal points of the compass. The exterior 
wall extending from north to south 420 
feet and from east to west 260 feet. The 
interior of the house consisted of five 
halls, the three middle ones being of one 
size and the extreme ones longer. The 
walls were composed of a hard Ar 
made of a limestone gravel and «dobe 
mud. ‘This concrete was made in large 
blocks, which were then put in place and 
nicely cemented together. The inside of 
the walls were then covered with —ihis 
peculiar cement or plaster aud it remains 
to this day firm and smooth ag if the work 
had been done but a few years ago. 

The ruins of the building still standing 
are about 50x28 feet: Yoar by year the 
ancient pile is wearing away and if proper 
care is not taken it will be entirely ob- 
literated in a short time. Government aid 
has been promised, however, to preserve 
it from utter destruction.

Gen. Ewing's answer was: ‘‘I decline ta 
accede-to your demand.

were swiftly borne back shattered and 


bleeding upon its crimson crest. In fifteen 
minutes we lost 1064 officers and men 
killed and wounded. The attacking force, 


on arriving within sixty yards of the fort, 
caught sight of the ditch, and, believing 


it impassable, although it could readily 

have been crossed, retired-in disorder. 
Gen. Price, strange to say, resolved that 

the assault should be renewed, and desig- 


nated 6 o’cloték the next morning as the 


hour. He wisely, however, ordered that 
the artillery should co-operate in the at- 
and continue its fire until the as- 
saulting columns reached the ditch. For 
that N eight guns were planted on 
's Mountain. 

I was ordered to prepare 160 scaling lad- 
ders. I was engaged with the éngineer 
troops in the execution of that order near 
the Ironton Cemetery at about 8 o’clock at 
night, when a carriage drawn by a fine 
pair of horses was driven up to within 
a few yards of where I stood. A staff 
officer, whom I shall designate as Capt.. 
X, standing in a group of four other of- 
cers, who were looking on at the work, ad- 
vanced and handed two ‘ladies out of the 
carriage. It appeared, from their mutual 
greetings, that they had met that morn- 
ing at the Arcadia Seminary. : 
We were all duly presented to the new 
arrivals, the name of the elder being given, 
as Mrs. R., and that of the younger as 
Miss H., a young lady of perhaps 18. They 


Pwere accompanied by their brother, a 


handsome youth of 15 or 16, on horseback. 
Mrs. B. was apparently 23 or 24 years of 
age. I thought her one of the most beau- 
tiful women I had ever seen. After con- 
versing with us for fifteen or twenty mn- 
utes she stated that she was returning to 
her plantation, situated in Arcadia Valley, 
about two miles beyond Pilot Knob, from 
a visit to her youngest sister, who was a 
pupil at the seminary, and that, fearing 
that she might be turned back by our sen- 
tinels on the road, she proposed calling 
upon Gen. Price and soliciting a pass. 

She was informed that Gen. Price’s head- 
quarters were over a mile away from her 
road, and would be difficult to reach with 
a carriage, and Capt. X volunteered to es- 
cort her through our lines. 

The offer was graciously accepted, and 
she requested her brother to place her sad- 
dle on his horse. I then noticed that she 
wore a riding habit, which, being of dark 
cloth, and looped up at the skirt, appeared

and when they had done she vaulted into 
her seat with the aid of a camp stool, bade 
us good-bye with a smile that made each 
of her servitors feel that it was intended

A LARGE DINNER PARTY. 

Although mystified as to her desiga, he 
gave the required pledge, and within ten 
minutes they were in the presence of Col.

At midnight I looked down upon the 
fort from Shepherd's ‘Mountainand; saw 
that there was but a €olitary/ Baht bur * 
ing on it, and that its flag wal Still fly- 
ing, although, according to military usage, 
it should have been lowered at sunset, 
for the situation of the garrison seemed 
as hopeless as it could well be. Gen. 
Ewing certainly had no hope of relief, un-

AN EXPLOSION IN THE NIGHT.

A little more than an hour later the day 
dawned, and, looking down from the moun- 
tain sides, we saw that the fort was silent 
and deserted. Instead of a garrison lying 
at our mercy, we saw a great pit within 
its ramparts, and its guns, hurled from 
their shattered carriages, lying upon heaps 
of debris. We also saw that our cordon of 
trops, with its double chain of sentinels, | 
stood undroken around it. 

Gen. Price was face to face with a mys- 
tery that was never officially solved, and, 
like Othello. when wrought, was per- 
plexed in the extreme.“ I am able now 
to give for the first time the exact course 
of events after Col. Y. started for the R. 
mansion witn his hospitable hostess riding 
by his side at the head of the brigade. — 

THE MYSTERY SOLVED. 

It had hardly left the encampment before 
Mrs. R.’s brother reached the officer com- 
manding the Federal picket on the north 
side cf the fort, and informed him that the 
road was clear, and would remain so for 
two hours or more. The information was 
soon verified by Gen. Ewing’s scouts, and 
shortly after 2 o’clock the garrison marched 
out, the infantry pasaing through the sally 
port and the rifle pit in the north face. 

Gan. Ewing, with ventumesome daring, 
‘tock with him two pieces of artillery, first 
covering the draw bridge with tents and 
blankets to prevent dhe sound of the Wherls 
amd the steps of the honges being heard 
as the guns were ‘hauled over and onto 
the plateau. All the military stores that 
were mot required for this march were 
heaped around the magazine which he in- 
bended should be fired three hours after 
ths ¢vacuation of the fort. To effect that, 
a Sergeant was left with orders to light 
a Short piece of candle buried in a train of 
powder leading to the magazine at 4 
clock, but a soldier who returned Ito look 
for his spurs, as Gen. Ewing recently in- 
formed me, lighted tthe candle and the 
magazine ‘exploded when the command was 
but five miles away: 

The brigade of Col. V. having fed sump- 
twously, was within two miles of its en- 
campment, on the return march, when the 
magazine shot its red eruption high into 
ithe air and kindled up the tree tops with 
its flaming light. The explosion sounded 
to the delinquent. officer. die the crack of 
doom,“ for he divined its meaning. He re- 
ole n resumed its 
former position. 

: A SLOW START IN PURSUIT. 

The delay incident to the issue of ra- 
tions and other causes prevented our 
starting in pursuit of the enemy until 7 
o'clock. Gen. Ewing, with admirable mili- 
tary sagacity, avoided the open coun‘ry 
that was favorable to the operation of 
our cavalry, and sought the strength of 
the hills. Selecting the safest dines of re- 
treat he kept to the high ridges’ and broken 
ground. Our advance overtook his rear 
soon after sunrise the next morning, and 
at once attacked flercely, but was driven 
back by the well-directed volley firing of 
his steady and undaunted infantry, and 
the, grape and canister of his admirably- 
served artillery. He wisely adopted the. 
Parthian system, his troops firing as they 
fell back, for had they halted to give bat- 
tle they would have been overwhelme4 
by Shelby’s entire division that was press- 
ing forward to attack. 87 
Shelby abandoned the pursults after 
thirty-six hours, concluding from his rap- 
idly-increasing list of killed’ and wounded 
that the highly combative: Federals were 
costing him more than they were worth. 
The retreating garrison soon rested under 
the guns of St. Louis, with all the glory 
won in the valley of Arcadia beaming only 
on their colors. I can state positively that 
only for Gen. Ewing's splendid defence 
at Shut in Gap and Pilot Knob, we would 
cerainly have taken Jefferson City, 
capital of the State, with its vast mil 

thy appearing tn front 
of that place until -Ogtober 7. days 
atter, its previously weak garrison: had been 
too strongly feinforetd for us to venture 
an attack. Without this untimely delay 


of the 4th of October, : 
periled the safety of St. Louis itself. 
Mrs. R. still wears her widow's ng 
in the valley of Arcadia, and time h 
little dimmed the radiant b3auty. that 
proved more potent than an army with 
banners“ in opening the way of Jleliverance 
to a thousand brave soldiers of the Union 
in the hour of their most bitter need.
